He Defends His Osareer in Washington, 
and Says He Is Going Back—He Ar- 
raigns the Democratic Party. 


Thomson, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)—

big crowd listened to his speech. The 
crowd was about equally divided between 
the whites and blacks. Quite a number 
of the crowd were democrats, a great many 
coming out. through curivsity. His followers 
were enthusiastic and received him joyfully. 

Rev. Thomas Gadsen, colored, of Harlem, 
Ga., who it is said was intimidated at Har- 
lem on last Saturday by third party peo- 
ple, was here, and some third party men 
threatened his life publicly on the streets, 
80 much so that some of his friends advised 
him to keep. close. He was carried in Mayor 
Holzendorf's store and escorted from there 
to the train by Mr. Norvell. 

The speech which Watson was to deliver 
here today has been recognized as the open- 
ing gun of the third party campaign, and as 
outlining the policy of their campaign. For 
— reason The Constitution prints it in 

Mr. Watson said: 

Fellow Citizens—On my return home after 
the longest absence I have ever had, it is ex- 
tremely pleasant to have this welcome. If

‘the rate troubles with which Atlanta is 


afflicted. In the course of his remarks, he 
refers to the intimate relations which 
exist between trade and transportation. 
In primitive times, they were one and the 
same thing, the individual trader trans- 
porting his own goods from market to 
market. The earliest railway charters 
granted by the state recognized this inti- 
macy, and they were drafted with the 
idea of permitting the public to transport 
its own freight “wagons” on the roads. 
The system that has since grown up was 
never dreamed of when, for instance, the 
first charter of the Georgia road was 
granted. It is a system that has been 
nourished and fostered by the people, 
some times ignorantly, but always patri- 


otically. It is not the fault of the public 


that the large powers placed in the hands 
of the system has been so often and so 
recklessly perverted, nor is it the fault 
of the system itself. It is due solely to 
bad management—to the narrow view 
which places the railway corporations on 
a level with ordinary business enter- 
prises—to a failure to perceive that a 
corporation based on a public endowment 
must remain under large obligations to the 
people to the end of its career. 

The relations between trade and trans- 
portation—to return to the suggestion of 
our .correspondent—are as  insepar- 
able now as when the trader 
transported his wares on His 
back, or ed them about in his own 
wagon. Whatever change there has been 
is confined to the methods. The ,rail- 
roads—the creatures of public necessity, 
and depending wholly on the rights which 
they have derived from the public—are 
employed in the transportation business, 
but trade and transportation are as close- 
ly: linked together as ever. It is this fact 
that creates the peculiar sensitiveness of 
the people in their relation with the cor- 
porations. | 

The people instinctively appreciate the 
fact that the railroads have the power to 
tax—which means that they have the 
power to destroy. That this power has 
been ruinously exercised, no one can 
doubt; that it is exercised’ today, the peo- 
ple of Atlanta certainly have reason to 
know. What is this discrimination which 


is made against Atlanta in nearly every 


article that is transported here? It is 
simply a tax imposed by railway man- 
agers, It is a tax on the business of At- 
lanta, and it falls heavily on the public, 
who use or consume the articles on which 
the extra judicial tax is levied. The diffi- 
culty in the way of satisfactory railway 
management is that it is not every busi- 


thanks to the prompt and efficient work 
of the Western: Union.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features ef the Speculative Mevement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

OCHICAGO, August —It was the bulls’ turn to be in 
trouble today. Yesterday all was strength and confi- 
dence in prices, and the bears were in a perspiration. 
Today the feeling was the very reverse and the bulls, 
who hung to their holdings o firmly, and the bears, 
who,were so anxious to cover their shorts yesterday, 
were as one at the opening this morning in their mu- 
tual desire to sell.

This re- 
port also shows that the gross earnings of 


Four railroad companies for the year ending 


July 1, 1891, exceeded $43,800,000, and that 
the net earnings exceeded $13,900,000, or 
$7,800 gross and $1,400 net per mile. Upon 
this basis the railroads in the Terminal sys- 
tem earned 5 per cent on a valuation of 828, 
000 per mile, while the market price of all 
the securities of the constituent companies 
and the Terminal company’s stock is only 
about $21,000 per mile. This difference of 
$7,000 per mile on 9,000 miles of railroad, 
amounting to $63,000,000, together with any 
additional prospective value, which there 
may be in the property, is the interest which 
you are called upon to protect. 

This committee goes on to charge that the
